“We are attempting to reach 
an agreement . . . that will work 
for the building trades,” said 
Gary LaBarbera, president of 
the Building and Construction 
Trades Council.

She wants cash for crash 

Pedestrian injured in collision with Park cyclist sues city

A Windsor Terrace actress 
who was nearly killed in a crash 
with a bicyclist in Prospect Park 
is preparing to sue the city for 
$3 million, claiming speeding 
two-wheelers put pedestrians 
in danger on the park’s popu- 
lar roadway. 

Dana Jacks — who starred 
in an off-Broadway production 
of “Our Town” and frequently 
walked her dog, Scout, in the 
park — was struck by a cyclist 
on West Lake Drive in June. 


According to Jacks’s prelim- 
inary court documents, which 
were first revealed by our sis- 
ter paper, The New York Post, 
the charismatic 37-year-old suf- 
fered a fractured skull along 
with face and brain trauma 
that kept her in the hospital 
for 25 days. 

In her notice of claim, Jacks 
blames the Parks Department 
and the NYPD for a “careless 
and reckless” lack of traffic 
enforcement on what should 
be a serene street, where cy- 
clist, pedestrians and drivers

have long complained about 
hazy right of way rules. 

“My wife was gravely in- 
jured,” her husband Forrest 
Cicogni told a park task force 
on Wednesday. “Racing needs 
to be limited to very specific 
hours. You don’t allow cars to 
race in the park; you shouldn’t 
allow bikes to race.” 

Neither he nor Jacks re- 
turned calls. 

News of the coming law- 
suit comes two weeks after be- 
loved park volunteer and avid 
See SUIT on page 7 


in recent months — to narrow 
the street in hopes of retard- 
ing cyclists and warn them to 
brake for pedestrians. 

The cones, which were in- 
stalled last week on West Lake 
Drive, are also a symbol of a 
heated debate — over hazy 
right of way issues — that pits 
cyclists against walkers on the 
heavily trafficked street. 

The city began the “pilot pro- 
gram” at the request of park of- 
ficials to enhance safety on the 
downhill street, where bikers 
pick up speed, but then can’t 
see beyond a curve. 

“It’s a hot spot with poten- 
tial for conflict,” said Pros- 
pect Park Alliance president 
Emily Lloyd. “Everyone us- 
ing the park must be aware of 
the safety of others.” 

The road change comes two 
weeks after a 55 -year-old park 
volunteer and frequent power 
walker Linda Cohen was struck 
by a 61 -year-old cyclist in the 
area, leaving her so badly in- 
jured that doctors kept her in 
a medically induced coma to 
aid recovery. 

Cohen wasn’t the first vic- 
tim: In June, 37-year-old ac- 
tress Dana Jacks, who fre-

City: Vito’s charity boss cooked the books 


CEO gave herself, others big pay raises — then forged records

The top official hand- 
picked by Assemblyman 
Vito Lopez to run his Bush- 
wick charity forged docu- 
ments to give her and Lo- 
pez’s girlfriend massive pay 


raises — and then lied about 
it, a bombshell city investi- 
gation charges. 

Christiana Fisher, the 
CEO of the Lopez-founded 
Ridgewood Bushwick Se- 
nior Citizens Council, re- 
ceived a $446,000 raise in 


2008, bumping her already 
lavish $336,000 salary to 
$782,000, while Ridgewood 
Bushwick’s housing director, 
Angela Battaglia, collected a 
$145,000 raise in 2008, jump- 
ing her salary from $198,000 
to $343,000. 


Board documents show 
that the sky-high salary hikes 
— plus a lump-sum payment 
to Fisher of $2 1 8 ,659 — were 
approved on Feb. 4, 2008. 
But executives at Ridgewood 
Bushwick testified they did 
not see the board documents 


until nearly two years later, 
when Fisher sent them to be 
prepared with the group’s fed- 
eral tax returns. 

In August, 2010, Fisher 
faxed a copy of a key tax doc- 
ument to her accountant that 
showed that the board had 


OK’d the pay raises — but 
the document did not have 
any board member signa- 
tures on it. 

Three weeks later, Fisher 
faxed another copy of that 
document, which suddenly 
contained signatures of all 
eight board members, to 
the city. 

The charity’s federal tax 


return stated that executive 
pay had been reviewed, de- 
liberated, and approved by 


committee — but several 
board members cast some 
doubt on that. 

Ridgewood Bushwick’s

Union fights 
charter plan 

Millman, UFT suddenly 
come up with a 'plan'

A Cobble Hill assemblywoman is pushing a hastily 
drafted, teachers-union-backed plan to stop a charter 
school — oddly citing the neighborhood’s school-age 
population explosion as the reason to halt the non-union 
elementary school. 

Assemblywoman Joan Millman (D-Cobble Hill) and 
former Department of Education Deputy Chancellor Car- 
men Farina say that an “early childhood center” should 
open inside an existing high school building at Court 
and Baltic streets instead of the proposed Success Char- 
ter Network school. 

Under the plan — which supporters have not pre- 
sented to the city — area pre-K and kindergarten stu- 
dents would be allotted space in the building, which is 
home to the Brooklyn School for Global Studies and the 
School for International Studies. 

The stated goal: Remedy packed elementary schools 
in Cobble Hill by sending some of the neighborhood’s 
youngest kids to the new center. 

The other goal: Thwarting former City Councilwoman 
Eva Moskowitz’s hopes of opening her non-union ele- 
mentary school in the building. 

Enrollment details have not yet been hammered out, but 
Millman noted that the center would be smaller than the 
proposed charter school, which would open next fall with 
a kindergarten class and grow by one grade each year. 

“This would relieve overcrowding,” Millman said. 
“The charter school would begin to squeeze out the ex- 
isting schools.” 

The new plan comes a month after Moskowitz — who 
runs the multimillion dollar not-for-profit Success Char- 
ter Network — announced she would open a K-4 school 
at the site, citing a “need for more [and] better schools” 
and a school-age population boom. 

But parents and the teachers union is fighting the 
plan, arguing out that teachers and students at the Global 
Studies school — which this year rose from an F-rating 
to a B — would have to compete for classroom, cafete- 
ria and gym space. 

To stop the charter network, the Alliance for Qual- 
ity Education — an education advocacy group affili- 
ated with the United Federation of Teachers, which has 
been opposed to charter schools in the past — created 
the early childhood center proposal. 

The group claims that the charter school “will generate 
division and tension” and that the early childhood center 
will be “community-led and community-based.” 

Millman, a former teacher who has been in Albany for 
14 years, admitted that she didn’t push the idea until the 
charter school hatched its plan. She claimed that her tar- 
diness was simply because the Department of Education 
has in the past been unreceptive to her proposals. 

Millman added that the charter school would “im- 
pede the growth” of the Brooklyn School for Global 
Studies — but the school’s principal Joseph O’Brien 
told The Brooklyn Paper that he supports Moskowitz’s 
charter school. 

Success Netword schools are run by an independent 
board and offer a more flexible structure and different 
curriculum. Students are chosen via lottery and teach- 
ers do not belong to the union. 

In Cobble Hill, PS 261, PS 58 and PS 146 were over- 
enrolled last year — most notably in lower level grades 
such as kindergarten. 

Education spokesman Frank Thomas said that the city 
has not received the Millman-union proposal. 

“I’m not going to comment on a plan that doesn’t re- 
ally exist,” said Thomas. 

Farina did not respond to calls, but parents had plenty 
to say. 

“A smaller school wouldn’t interfere as much,” said 
Pamela Bynoe, president of the Parent Teacher Associ- 
ation at the Brooklyn School for Global Studies. “This 
is a much better idea.”

Battle rages — on high 

Fight over 'Skyscraper' District nears climax

A proposal to landmark 
nearly two dozen towers in 
Downtown is heading for a 
climactic battle at the City 
Council as co-op residents 
and the borough’s most-pow- 
erful landlords fight preser- 
vationists in hopes of cutting 
the landmark zone down to 
size or killing it altogether. 

The Borough Hall Sky- 
scraper Historic District 
— which aims to preserve 
some luxurious examples of 
early 20th-century architec- 
ture on and near Court Street 
— passed the City Planning 
Commission last week after 
approvals by the commu- 
nity board and the Land- 
marks Preservation Com- 
mission. 

The Council now has un- 
til early next year to reject, 
modify or approve the desig- 
nation. Residents of 75 Liv- 
ingston St., the only residen- 
tial building in the district, 
hope they can persuade law- 
makers to change the bound- 
aries to keep them out. 

“We’re not going to quit,” 
said Ellen Murphy, president 
of building’s co-op board. 
“The Council needs to un- 
derstand what landmarking 
really means for residential 
buildings these days.”

Co-op residents, who have 
been the district’s most vocal 
opponents, are lobbying lo- 
cal pols and setting up meet- 
ings with Councilman Steve 
Levin (D-Brooklyn Heights), 
who has not decided on how 
he will vote. 

And a who’s-who of 
Brooklyn business groups 
and property owners, in- 
cluding SL Green Realty, 
Brooklyn Law School, and 
the Real Estate Board of New 
York, is following suit. The 
entities condemned the dis- 
trict in July and has kept up 


the fight. 

“We’re meeting with a 
number of Brooklyn coun- 
cilmembers to get our message 
across,” said Arthur Goldstein, 
attorney for Joseph P. Day Re- 
alty Corp., which owns four 
buildings in the district, which 
is opposes. “In these economic 
times, the government should 
be treading very carefully on 
where it adds additional reg- 
ulations.” 

Downtown is already 
scrambling to find tenants, 
with vacancy rates hover- 
ing around 15 percent along 
Court Street compared to 
the Manhattan average of 
9 percent, said Chris Ha- 
vens of Creative Real Es- 
tate Group. 

Supporters of the dis- 
trict are firing back — say- 
ing that the naysayers will 
come around. 

“The Council should ap- 
prove the district — it’s their 
public duty,” said Judy Stan- 
ton, executive director of the 
Brooklyn Heights Associa- 
tion. “This will help im- 
prove and revitalize Down- 
town. Any building that’s 
included should be proud 
and I think landlords will 
come to see that.” 

Stanton’s powerful neigh- 
borhood group has long 
pushed for the designation 
and is also planning discus- 


sions with Councilman Levin 
and Councilman Brad Lander 
(D-Cobble Hill). 

The “Skyscraper” district 
comprises 21 buildings along 
Court Street from Montague 
Street to Livingston Street, 
including the already land- 
marked Borough Hall; 
1 3 -story Temple Bar Building 
on Court Street; the 35 -story 
Montague-Court Building at 
16 Court St.; and the Mu- 
nicipal Building, which will 
soon be transformed into a 
mini-mall. 

Opponents have long tried 
to squash the designation, 
complaining that it will cause 
maintenance fees to soar be- 
cause of the intricate rules of 
the historic districts. 

Murphy said that resi- 
dents of 75 Livingston al- 
ready spent $6 million in 
the last 22 years to reno- 
vate the building’s facade, 
and that the landmark desig- 
nation would raise costs and 
endup deterring people from 
being good stewards to their 
buildings. 

Despite such lobbying, 
residents of 75 Livingston St. 
failed to persuade the Land- 
marks Preservation Commis- 
sion to remove their 1927 neo- 
Romanesque building from 
the district when the panel 
approved the zone in Sep- 
tember.

Neighbors: This art stinks

An artist suffers for his 
creations — but now so do 
some of his neighbors. 

A Greenpoint foundry is 
blanketing residents of Ea- 
gle Street and Freeman Street 
with resin fumes and constant 
noise as workers churn out 
sculptures for internationally 
renowned artists. 

The Freeman Street 
foundry, KB Productions, has 
been making flower sculp- 
tures for art-world star Will 
Ryman since June, but the 
work has forced neighbors 
to flee indoors amid horrific 
noise and a cloud of chemi- 
cals wafting out of the fac- 
tory’s chimney. 

“It was on all day during 
Labor Day weekend,” said 
Jeanne Korin, whose Eagle 
Street yard is directly behind 
the factory. “Our neighbors 
moved their party indoors be- 
cause of the smell. My whole 
house stank of it.” 

Korin approached KB’s 
owner, Konstantin Bojanov, 
who has built sculptures for 
artists such as Jeff Koons, Bar- 
bara Kruger, Marcel Dzama, 
Richard Prince and Christian 
Jankowski, about the fumes. 
Wearing a mask as he spoke, 
Boj anov said he’d put a fan on 
and the polystyrene chemical 
smell would dissipate. 

But the problem has con- 
tinued as the factory raced 
to finish Ryman’s order by 
the end of October. 


“They don’t turn it off un- 
til they’re done,” said Ko- 
rin. “They don’t listen. [The 
work] is more important than 
their neighbors.” 

Korin and her neighbors 
complained to the city about 
the chemical smell on Oct. 
7, and Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection inspec- 
tors issued a $560 noise vio- 
lation. Neighbors called the 
city again about noise and 
smell emanating from the 


warehouse on Oct. 26, but 
the city has not acted on that 
complaint. 

A worker at the factory 
told George Korin that the 
plant is using polystyrene 
resin. 

“It smells like airplane 
model glue from my youth 
— it’s a very volatile kind of 
smell,” said Korin. “I don’t 
know what they’re going to 
be doing in there in the fu- 
ture. They have all kinds of 


commissions from differ- 
ent artists. Who knows what 
kinds of chemicals they will 
be using?” 

Residents want the art 
manufacturer to move out 
of the neighborhood, but 
KB’s building, which is al- 
most 60-years-old, has been 
grandfathered for storage or 
manufacturing purposes de- 
spite its residential zoning. 

Bojanov was travelling 
in Europe and could not be 
t reached for comment, but a 
£ worker at the factory said 
2 last week that the company 
< is working with the city to 
| fix its exhaust system and 
6 expects to come up with a 
I solution soon.

“There’s a playhouse, I 
have lots of toys in my back- 
yard, and I like to play with 
them but now I can’t,” said 
Adrian Korin. “Their vent 
makes these noises — I can 
even smell it from inside my 
house.”

Board slams singing bar's request for a liquor license

No booze for you! 

A Community Board 10 
panel unanimously declined 
to renew a notorious 62nd 
Street karaoke club’s liquor li- 
cense, saying that it is a den of 
underage drinking, violence, 
and drug use — even though 
someone claiming to be the 
new owner says she’s going 
to clean up the place. 

V Lounge, a karaoke joint 
between Eighth and Ninth 
avenues, has been the site 
of four stabbings, one vi- 
cious beating, illegal drug 
use, illegal indoor smok- 
ing, and rampant underage 
drinking since 2007, ac- 
cording to cops, the State 
Liquor Authority and mem- 
bers of Community Board 
10’s Police and Safety Com- 
mittee, which found those

reasons enough to pass on 
the license to serve booze, 
a pre-requisite at most ka- 
raoke bars. 

The city suspended the 
club’s license late last month 
and fined owners $3,000 for 
building code violations and 
allowing smoking inside. 

A lawyer saying that 
he represented new owner 
Xiu Qin Li told CB10 that Li 
had purchased the business 
from Kevin Leung in the past 
month, and that she planned 
to clean up the beleaguered 
nightspot by removing the 
dance floor installing more 
private karaoke booths. 

But board members didn’t 
buy it, saying that previous 
owners had sung the same 
old love song — but, like a 
jingle that gets stuck in your 
head, there was never any 
depth to the emotion. 


“If you actually operated 
this business like this, that’s 
great,” Brian Kieran told Li. 
“But there’s no reason to be- 
lieve that it will be any dif- 
ferent.” 

Reports of violence at the 
club stretch back to 2007, 
when two black men were 
attacked with clubs and bot- 
tles by a gang of Asian men 
— a crime that cops said 
may have been racially mo- 
tivated. 

This year, there have been 
four stabbings, with two hap- 
pening between June 28 and 
July 5, in or near the club, 
cops said. 

In the past year, there have 
been more than 50 calls from 
neighbors for “unbearable 
noise,” underage kids puking 
and being disorderly, added 
CB10 District Manager Jo- 
sephine Beckmann. 

Some board members 
cited the club’s sordid his- 
tory to question the need for 
a karaoke bar at all. 

“Maybe this is not the 
kind of business that belongs 
in that neighborhood,” said 


Fran Vella-Marrone. 

On top of that, Neil Vi- 
soky, the lawyer who spoke 
for Lee claiming she didn’t 
speak English, couldn’t an- 
swer even the most basic 
questions about the club, 
such as why his client, a reg- 
istered nurse, would want 
to get into the business, or 
how much the renovations 
would cost. 

He also claimed he was 
not aware that the club was 
the site of violence or that 
it had been slapped with a 
number of violations.

Christie's on Flatbush Av. 
to close in a rent dispute

The owner of a cheap 
neighborhood favorite will 
close his restaurant after 45 
years in Park Slope and Pros- 
pect Heights, citing a land- 
lord-tenant dispute fueled by 
a nearby sports arena. 

Paul Haye, who runs Chris- 
tie’s Jamaican Patties on Flat- 
bush Avenue and Sterling 
Place, says he’ll close by Jan- 
uary, claiming his landlord — 
who last spring welcomed em- 
battled sports bar Prime 6 to 
the neighborhood — gave 
him the boot in order to col- 
lect higher rent from a new ten- 
ant, now that Barclays Center 
is closer to completion. 

Then again, he might just 
be deliquent on rent, as the 
landlord, Lina Feng, coun- 
tered in court documents. 

“She’s trying to kick me 


out,” he said. “I don’t think it’s 
worth the stress; it’s killing 
me. I’ve had so many sleep- 
less nights.” 

The dispute is the latest ev- 
idence that small businesses 
may have trouble staying 
open near the arena, where 
the Nets will play basket- 
ball next season (if there is 
a season). 

Businesses in Fort Greene 
and north Park Slope also re- 
port that landlords have dou- 
bled rent, citing proximity to 
the arena in new real-estate 
ads. 

Christie’s opened in 1966 
across the street from its cur- 
rent location, offering the 
tasty pastries — which one 
online reviewer called “the 
best damn patties on the 
planet” — along with its fa- 
mous coco bread to neigh- 
bors on the go.

A particularly popular 
item was the patty on coco 
bread, though there are few 
diets that would permit it. 

In 2006, Haye reopened 
at its current location, then 
scored a write-up in the New 
York Times, a Manhattan 
newspaper, which called the 
patties “practically a meal in 
itself.” 

Even today, hungry neigh- 
bors can still buy the flaky 
meat-filled treat for just $2. 

Recently, however, busi- 
ness has slowed and Haye ad- 
mitted to being two months 
late on rent. He said he tried 
to pay it — but the build- 


ing owner then presented 
him with two bills totaling 
$20,000 for tax and late fees 
and then sued. 

Feng — who had a high- 
profile battle with Royal 
Video several years ago — 
did not respond to calls seek- 
ing comment. A woman who 
answered her cellphone last 
Thursday would say only, “He 
owes her a lot of money” be- 
fore hanging up. 

Haye now says he’s consid- 
ering opening elsewhere. 

“I put my whole life into 
this place,” he said with a sigh. 
“But I don’t know if it’s worth 
it anymore.” 


Mr. Short stands tall! 

Our reporter gets mega-cash for dogging Vito

Aaron Short’s relentless pursuit of 
shenanigans inside Assemblyman Vito 
Lopez’s office and its charity spin-off 
has kept readers in thrall for years — 
and now it’s won a major award. 

Short and Laura Nahmias, a re- 
porter for the Capital and City Hall 
News, have just been named the in- 
augural recipients of a statewide in- 
vestigative journalism competition 
run by New York Civic, a watchdog 
group founded by former Parks Com- 
missioner Henry Stern. 

Nahmias won the top prize of 
$2,000 for a story that uncovered 
several instances when Assembly- 
man William Boyland Jr. sought ex- 
pense reimbursements for items sup- 
posedly bought in Albany when he was 
nowhere near the state capital. 

Short was hot on her heels — and 
earned a cool grand — with his story, 
“This is supposed to be a senior cen- 
ter. It’s actually Vito Lopez’s club- 
house,” which ran on BrooklynPa- 
per.com on Oct. 13, 2010 and later 
in the New York Post, our sister pub- 
lication. 

The lede of the story said it all: 
“A Bushwick nonprofit that gets $1 
million in taxpayer dollars to pro-

vide services for seniors is instead 
renting out its first floor to Assem- 
blyman Vito Lopez’s political club- 
house — and giving back some of 


that money in ‘consulting fees’ to the 
embattled lawmaker.” 

Stern’s group cited not only that 
story, but Short’s “ongoing investi- 
gation” into the Lopez-founded char- 
ity, Ridgewood Bushwick Senior Cit- 
izens Council. 

“In this age of media consolidation, 
it is more important than ever that we 
vigorously support and encourage in- 
vestigative journalism,” said Stern. 
“Laura Nahmias and Aaron Short up- 
hold the great tradition of the media 
acting as watchdogs to keep politi- 
cians honest and inform the public 
when they are not.” 

Short has been with us since No- 
vember, 2007. He is 30 years old, but 
is as spry as reporters six years his 
junior. 

Short’s boss, Editor Gersh Kuntz- 
man, was effusive in praise of his 
protege’s accomplishment. 

“We’re always asking ourselves, 
‘What’s next for Aaron?’ — and 
now we know,” said Kuntzman. “We 
couldn’t be more proud of him.” 
Lopez did not return a call seeking 
comment, but a Lopez opponent, Dem- 
ocratic District Leader Lincoln Restler 
said, “Aaron Short is the rare intrepid 
journalist that keeps the Brooklyn es- 
tablishment on its toes.”

quently walked her dog in 
the park, suffered brain dam- 
age after a cyclist collided 
with her in the same loca- 
tion. Jacks has sued the city 
for a “careless and reckless” 
lack of traffic enforcement 
on what should be a serene 
roadway. 

Park-goers reported other 
accidents — and dozens 
of close calls — at a task 
force meeting attended by 
more than 100 people last 
Wednesday, where neigh- 
bors compared the street 
to “the Wild West,” then 
asked for more signs, edu- 
cation and increased police 
enforcement. 

At the Prospect Park Alli- 
ance -led hearing, suggested 
included the basic (“There 
has to be more police pres- 
ence”), creative (“Why don’t 
we have a designated time 
for speed cycling?”) and far- 
fetched (“I would eliminate 
all bikes all together”). 

Others stressed the need 
for a car-free park, saying 
the shared roadway con- 


fuses right of way rules — 
although cops noted most of 
the crashes occurred during 
car-free hours. 

Nearly everyone agreed 
on one thing: The roadway 
needs attention from the city 
— both from the Department 
of Transportation and the Po- 
lice Department. 

“Enforcement is para- 
mount,” said Forrest Cicogni, 
Jacks’s husband. 

But racing cyclists, who 
use the park loop as a train- 
ing area, became a frequent 
target of local ire. 

“I’m enraged at some of 
these so-called serious cy- 
clists,” said Henry Astor, who 
added he rides bikes him- 
self. “Just because you wear 
Spandex and shave your legs 
doesn’t mean you’re a good 
cyclist. Some of these guys 
are out of control.” 

On Monday afternoon, 
cyclists on the street fol- 
lowed the rules — stay- 
ing in between the new or- 
ange cones — although few 
slowed down. Others looked 
confused, weaving around

power walker Linda Cohen 
was struck by a 61 -year- old 
cyclist on the same street. She 
suffered a medically induced 
coma and is now conscious 
but slowly recovering. 

“It happened to her — 
and she knows the park in- 
timately,” her friend Nancy 
Moccaldi said between sobs. 
“Now, her skull is frac- 
tured. She is bruised and 
battered.” 

It also comes after at least 
three cycling-related accidents 
plagued the park this past sum- 
mer on the same loop. 

Jacks filed a separate no- 


tice of claim in Brooklyn Su- 
preme Court against the cy- 
clist with whom she collided. 
He then counter-sued, claim- 
ing it was actually her fault 
for crossing the street out- 
side the crosswalk. 

At a road sharing task 
force meeting in the park 
on Wednesday, more than 
100 park-goers demanded 
stepped-up enforcement of 
roadway speed limits, bet- 
ter signage and more cops 
on the popular street. 

“This is a disgrace,” said 
Geoffrey Croft of New York 
City Park Advocates. “Our 
parks should be safe.”

last year that the signature 
on the document was hers, 
but added that she did not 
remember signing it. 

She also said she had no 
idea how much Fisher and 
Battaglia were be- 
ing paid. 

“Nobody ever 
told me what 
they made,” 
said Cusimano, 
who is no longer 
on the board. 

Anotherboard 
member, Virginia 
Torres, said that the 
board discussed a 
salary increase for 
Fisher in late 2009 
or early 2010, not in 
February, 2008, as stated in 
the documents Ridgewood 
Bushwick sent to the city. 

The charity’s human re- 
sources director, Antoinette 
Kozlowski, also told city in- 
spectors that the first time 
she saw any board docu- 
ments concerning execu- 
tive compensation was when 
Fisher gave her three sepa- 
rate resolutions from meet- 
ings in 2008, 2009, and 2010 
at the same time in the sum- 
mer of 2010. Fisher told her 
that the original files had 
gone missing and these reso- 
lutions were “re-created.” 

In addition, city inves- 
tigators found that Ridge- 
wood Bushwick’s 2009 tax 
return was riddled with “in- 
accuracies.” 

The return did not include 
Fisher’s full compensation 
from a Ridgewood Bush- 
wick home-care subsid- 
iary, about $96,000, which 
she also managed. 

The tax forms did say that 
an independent committee 
was monitoring Ridgewood 
Bushwick salaries, but the 
charity’s then-Chief Finan- 
cial Officer Wesley Hitner 
said that he was not aware 
of such a review 

In May, Ridgewood Bush- 
wick filed an amended tax 
return with more than 20 al- 
terations from its prior re- 
turn, including the startling 
admission that Fisher’s sal- 
ary “was not approved by the 
entire board” and its process 
for determining executive 
salaries was flawed. 

Ridgewood Bushwick’s 
attorney told the Daily News, 
which first reported the city’s 
findings, that the charity has 
since replaced nearly all its 
board members and Fish- 
er’s salary was incorrectly 
recorded on tax forms. 

But Fisher’s salary grab 
made other Ridgewood 
Bushwick executives skit- 
tish. 

Ridgewood Bushwick’s 
Youth, Education and Train- 
ing Services Director, Ma- 
ria Elana Zullo, told Fisher 
on several occasions be- 
tween 2008 and 2010 that 
she was “not comfortable” 
receiving a 32-percent raise 
that increased her salary to 
$219,000 in July 2008, ac- 
cording to Zullo’s testi- 
mony. Fisher told her she 
“felt strongly” that Zullo’s 
work justified her salary, but 
agreed to reduce to $150,000 
in early 2010. 

Fisher defended the pay 
increase as “retroactive com- 
pensation” for salary owed 


to her since 1999, according 
to the city’s interviews with 
Ridgewood Bushwick’s CFO 
and accountant. She refused 
to directly answer questions 
from city investigators and 
calls made to her attorney 
and her Bushwick 
office were not re- 
turned. 

But Ridge- 
wood Bush- 
wick’s accoun- 
tant Francis 
Bowen testified 
that Fisher’s ret- 
roactive increases 
only occurred for 
a year-and-a-half 
period between 
February 2007 and 
July 2008, not the 
nine years stated in the 2008 
board resolution. 

And Battaglia, Lopez’s 
girlfriend and a City Plan- 
ning Commissioner, told city 
investigators that she did not 
notice receiving a $145,000 
raise until she saw an “un- 
usually high balance” in her 
checking account in 2008 
that she “had not expected 
or requested.” 

When Battaglia asked 
Fisher why her annual sal- 
ary rose from $198,000 to 
$343,000, Fisher told her 
she was receiving a “retro- 
active” salary increase for 
two years of work. 

But the city was unable 
to verify Battaglia’s salary 
and hours worked because 
Fisher never required her 
to fill out timesheets. And 
Fisher was unable to pro- 
duce her own time sheets 
for 2008 and 2009, upon the 
city’s request. 

Even Lopez, who was not 
named in the report, dis- 
tanced himself from Ridge- 
wood Bushwick’s financial 
mess, telling the Daily News 
he does not have a role in 
the daily operations of the 
charity he founded, but de- 
fended its 30 -year legacy of 
revitalizing Bushwick. Lo- 
pez’s office did not return a 
call for comment. 

But that was enough for 
Mayor Bloomberg to call ma- 
jor changes at the Bushwick 
charity. 

“Corrective action needs 
to be taken to ensure that this 
kind of thing does not hap- 
pen again,” said Bloomberg 
spokeswoman Julie Wood, 
adding that Fisher’s resig- 
nation could be one of the 
actions. 

And Democratic District 
Leader Lincoln Restler called 
on the City Council and state 
agencies to halt funding to 
Ridgewood Bushwick. 

“The obscene compensa- 
tion packages represent hun- 
dreds of thousands of tax 
dollars that should have been 
spent on meals and home 
health care visits for Brook- 
lyn’s seniors,” said Restler. 
“Public dollars intended for 
Ridgewood Bushwick should 
be reallocated to local orga- 
nizations that serve Brook- 
lyn honestly.” 

The city’s latest report 
stemmed from an investiga- 
tion launched last spring that 
found a Ridgewood Bush- 
wick employee falsified 
attendance sheets for city- 
funded programs held at a 
Bushwick community cen- 
ter that did not exist.

“It draws attention to 
the roadway,” said Chris 
Jules, who was walking 
his dog nearby. “I’ve seen 
some crazy, careless walk- 


ers around here, too.” 

A Department of Trans- 
portation spokeswoman said 
that the agency “will mon- 
itor these enhancements to 
see if any adjustments are 
needed.” 

Lloyd admitted that more 
work needs to be done. 

“There may not be one per- 
fect solution,” she said last 
week. “But we want to be 
thinking about them.”

Dirty, filthy Brooklyn 

Mike Edison reveals our borough’s porn-filled past

C ounty of Kings? More like 
county of pornographers! 
Both Screw Magazine 
magnate A1 Goldstein and 
Penthouse proprietor Bob Gu- 
ccione are Brooklyn natives 
— and they’re two of the four 
XXX kingpins at the center 
of author Mike Edison’s raun- 
chy (and that’s just the title!), 
“Dirty! Dirty! Dirty! Of Play- 
boys, Pigs, and Penthouse Pau- 
pers: An American Tale of Sex 
and Wonder.” 

“These guys are fearless,” 


Edison said, of Goldstein and 
The Gooch. “And that’s what you 
get coming up in Brooklyn — 
fearless, dirty Brooklyn.” 

“Dirty! Dirty! Dirty!” is part 
porn history, part social com- 
mentary, all deliciously risque, 
and chronicles the rise and fall 
of Goldstein, Guccione, Hustler 
heir Larry Flynt and Playboy 
playboy Hugh Hefner — the four 
guys who took sex from the bed- 
room to the newsstand. 

But this isn’t simply a his- 
tory about girlie mags; it’s a ru- 
mination on changing mores, 
sexual liberation and Ameri- 
can culture. 


“America runs away from sex 
while simultaneously running 
towards it,” Edison said. “People 
are still shy on the subject, but 
you click a mouse and see all the 
filth you want. For free.” 

And when Edison talks about 
filth, he knows. As former editor 
of celebrated marijuana maga- 
zine, High Times; past editor- 
in-chief of Screw Magazine; 
and author of booze-soaked, 
porn-tinged memoir, “I Have 
Fun Everywhere I Go,” Edison 
and raunch are old friends. 

But Edison’s bread and but- 
ter is free speech — and ulti- 
mately, that’s what “Dirty! 


Dirty! Dirty!” is about. All Four 
Horsemen of the Brapocalypse 
triumphed over would-be cen- 
sors, from Hefner’s victory over 
obscenity charges to Flynt’s de- 
feat of Jerry Falwell. 

“These four guys did more 
for free speech than anyone,” 
Edison said. “Every American 
owes them — it’s because of 
them that we can be dirty, and 
that The Brooklyn Paper can 
do what it does.”

Hidden no more 

Museum scores with randy show

D on’t hide from the 
Brooklyn Museum’s 
controversial new ex- 
hibit — seek it. 

Despite what religious 
leaders and their political en- 
ablers will have you believe, 
the Museum’s latest show, 
“Hide/Seek: Difference and 
Desire in American Portrai- 
ture,” is a triumph. 

Yes, there’s a single piece 
in the show — a video that 
features a few seconds of ants 
crawling on a crucifix — that 
may offend the faithful. 

But the larger exhibition — 
104 other words strong! — co- 
alesceces into apowerful, and 
inescapable, message about 
of contemporary American 
art: sexuality matters! 

The fourth-floor exhi- 
bition includes works from 
scores of iconic artists includ- 
ing Georgia O’Keefe, Andy 
Warhol, Robert Rauschen- 
berg, and Jasper Johns. 

The ant video is, of course, 
the one that has gotten most 
of the publicity, and not for 
the right reasons. 

The late David Wojnaro- 
wicz’s disjointed video, “A 
Fire in My Belly,” does in- 
deed depict vermin crawl- 
ing on a statue of the Christ,

and as such, it has drawn 
the predictable ire from the 
Catholic Church and con- 
servative leaders who said 
the video is offensive. 

But seen in full, this snip- 
pet of Mexican urban life 
and religious iconography 
powerfully portrays the ca- 
sualties of human suffering 
as the results of political, 
religious and ideological 
conflicts during the AIDS 
epidemic. 

So don’t listen to the art 
critics in power suits and 
collars: see the piece for 
yourself. 

Better yet, the show has 
far more provocative images 


than the Wojnarowicz video, 
including AA Bronson’s gi- 
gantic photograph of a friend 
on his death bed, Lyle Ash- 
ton Harris’s print of two men 
kissing as one holds a gun 
to his chest, and a George 
Wesley Bellows lithograph 
of nude boys in a communal 
shower — unintentionally of- 
fensive in light of recent ob- 
jectionable actions attwo col- 
lege athletic programs.

since pulled up stakes for Long Is- 
land, but he was compelled to revisit 
his old neighborhood after years of 
enthralling friends with stories of 
his exploits.

Street in the 1970s — and being 
a classic bildungsroman, it prom- 
inently features the Triple Crown 
of Brooklyn life in the “Warriors” 
era: Mafia goons, local punks, and, 
of course, girls. 

“Out-of-towners who’ve recently 
moved into Carroll Gardens, Brook- 
lyn Heights and Park Slope really 
have trouble believing and com- 
prehending how dangerous, tough 
and dirty these neighborhoods were

after one of them flirted with the ex- 
girlfriend of a made man.

D epending on whom you ask, 
Brooklyn in the 1980s was ei- 
ther a violent, dirty, cesspool, 
or a wonderland filled with hilarious 
characters. For author John Khoury, 
it was both. 

The Carroll Gardens native’s new 
book, “Go Sit on Your Own Stoop!” 
pays tribute to a time in Brook- 
lyn’s history when danger lurked 
around every corner and neighbor- 
hood guys with names like “Jimmy 
The Mute,” “Frankie Parrot” and 
“Chunky Flappers” made up a col- 
orful cast that gave the borough its 
patented character. 

“Go Sit On Your Own Stoop!” is 
a coming-of-age story set on Henry 


chapter about 1977 — the year that 
“Saturday Night Fever” and Son of 
Sam remade the city. 

As Khoury writes in that chap- 
ter, the craziest place in the borough 
for him was Bensonhurst. 

“On July 4, the neighborhood 
‘boys’ didn’t feel like lighting fire- 
works one at a time so instead they 
poured some gasoline and set the 
street on fire,” he writes. “There 
was literally a raging inferno in the 
street. ... It was an insane place to 
be, but it’s where I spent a lot of 
time as a kid.” 

Khoury’s triumph is his ability to 
find humor in the face of violence 
and decay, and to craft charming 
vignettes that make it hard to not 
miss the days before Smith Street 
— once an uncrossable line of de- 
marcation — became a go-to brunch 
spot with $4 coffee and three places 
serving croque monsieurs. 

“I did not want to put something 
out that said, ‘This is when the neigh- 
borhood was the best,’ ” he said. 
“We can’t look at what Brooklyn 
is today and dismiss it. Every gen- 
eration creates their magic. Just be- 
cause it’s different from what you 
grew up with, doesn’t mean it’s any 
less magical.”

T raffic is pretty damn bad on 
the Brooklyn Bridge — but 
that’s nothing compared to 
building it. 

More than 20 men died during its 
construction, buttheir sacrifice yielded 
a bridge that has endured more than 
125 years of horse-drawn carriage, 
car, truck and even elephant traffic 
without buckling — an epic saga that 
forms the heart of Clifford Zink new 
book, “The Roebling Legacy.” 

“It’s such a classic American 
story,” said Zink, who will read 
at PowerHouse Arena in DUMBO 
on Nov. 29. “It has immigration, the 
Industrial Revolution, visionary en- 
gineering accomplishments and, of 
course, tragedy and heroism.” 
The bridge was designed, engi- 
neered and, in part, funded by the 
Roebling family — so it’s fitting that 
Kriss Roebling, the great-great-great- 
grandson of engineer Washington 
Roebling — will be on hand. 

Needless to say, Roebling is a 
fan of his ancestors’ work. 

“Being a life-long New Yorker, 
there are so many times that I’ll be 
walking over the bridge and my sense 
of family history dissolves into the 
experience of being a New Yorker,” 
said Roebling, who lives steps from 
the bridge inBrooklynHeights. “Even 


if I had no family connection, I would 
still love the bridge.” 

Sure, every Brooklynite feels 
he knows the bridge and its his- 
tory intimately. But Zink’s book 
is chock-a-block with details that 
will delight even the most jaded 
New Yorker, such as: 

• How Washington Roebling, the 
son of the bridge’s designer, became 
disabled in a construction accident — 
and then oversaw the final construc- 


tion of the bridge by watching his 
workers through a telescope from an 
apartment in Brooklyn Heights. 

• How Emily Roebling, Wash- 
ington’s wife, became a liason be- 
tween her husband and assistant 
engineers at the bridge after his 
accident and was an early symbol 
for the women’s rights movement 
by shouldering a man’s responsi- 
bilities in a man’s world. 

• How the family business oper- 


ated for four generations and devel- 
oped what some people call Amer- 
ica’s first sports car, the Mercer 
Raceabout. 

• How Washington Roebling II, 
Washington’s nephew, died with 
the sinking of the Titanic. 

It’s a fascinating tale — and the 
setting for Zink’s reading could not 
be more appropriate: DUMBO, af- 
ter all, earned its name from being 


“down under” the bridge overpass, 
and the neighborhood has sweep- 
ing views of the true Robeling 
legacy.

•The bridge, com- 
pleted in 1883, was 
built without with the 
aid of electricity. 

• After several 
workers died af- 
ter spending long 
stretches in caissons 
under the East River, 
scientists started 
studying the condi- 
tion — now known as 
“thebends” — helping 
to improve safety for 
deep-sea divers. 

•The bridge be- 
gan as a privately 
financed project — 
funded by the New 


York and Brooklyn 
Bridge Company. But 
the work went over 
budget, and inves- 
tors were bailed out 
by the state, which 
financed the remain- 
der of the $15-million 
proj ect — more than 
$2.5 billion today. 

• A week after 
the bridge opened, 
a rumor spread that 
the span could col- 
lapse — prompting a 
stampede that killed 
12 people. But to re- 
assure bridge us- 
ers of the bridge’s 


strength, PT Bar- 
num marched 21 
“Jumbo” elephants 
across it (success- 
fully, by the way). 

•And those sto- 
ries of people “buy- 
ing” the Brooklyn 
Bridge?

I1T he system is 
I flawed, not my 
I children,” I think 
as I see numbers, a few below 
perfect, appear there in black 
ink on my brilliant boys’ re- 
port cards. Other thoughts:

Every time those brown 
envelopes come home, I try 
to remember that I don’t 
buy into systematic mech- 
anisms for approval, that I 
am an iconoclast who doesn’t 
care what anyone else thinks 
about my kids.

encouragement back to me 
when my writing wasn’t go- 
ing so well.

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From dead space 
to green space 

Burial ground could become a park

An abandoned naval cem- 
etery will be transformed into 
a peaceful, wildlife-filled re- 
spite under a proposal be- 
ing pushed by the Brooklyn 
Greenway Initiative. 

On Thursday, the group — 
which is creating a 14-mile 
bike path along the borough’s 
industrial waterfront — pre- 
sented plans to make the Na- 
val Hospital Cemetery in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard along 
Williamsburg Street West 
into a public sanctuary. 

“When you pass the area, 
you think, ‘Wow, that was 


bleak,’” said Milton Pur- 
year, planning director for 
the initiative. “Now this can 
be a beautiful place to get re- 
lief from buildings and con- 
crete.” 

The 1.7-acre site between 
Kent and Flushing avenues 
once included a ball field 
and, as rumor has it, a train- 
ing ground for police dogs. 
But for decades, it’s been a 
fenced-off eyesore and home 
for feral cats. 

The plans will create an 
urban oasis, with an elevated 
boardwalk, greenhouse, out- 
door theater and grove of 
black cherry trees. 


A giant meadow of native 
grasses and wildflowers will 
lure butterflies, birds, bees 
and bats, and steel rectangles 
holding different species of 
plants will light up at night 
to symbolize the nearly 2,000 
long-forgotten graves. 

In the 1820s, the Navy es- 
tablished the former farmland 
as a cemetery for sailors who 
died at the nearby Naval Hos- 
pital. Many of the remains 
were moved to Cypress Hills 
Cemetery in 1926. 

But fragments of bone and 
coffin are still beneath the 
ground, making landscap- 
ers subject to a deed restric-

tion that prevents soil dis- 
ruption. 

“It’s a site you can’t build 
on, so the question is: what’s 
the best use for it?” Puryear 
asked. 

A landscape architec- 
ture firm created a design 
that memorializes the his- 
toric ground while stimu- 
lating ecological growth. 

“It’s a place for reflec- 
tion,” said co-designer Jen- 


nifer Brooks. “Bird watch- 
ers, nature lovers, students 
and families will find respite 
here. We’re treating it as sa- 
cred ground.” 

The Greenway Initiative 
— which is currently plot- 
ting its bike path from Green- 
point to Bay Ridge — said the 
$2-million park could be built 
in 2013, if the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard Development Corpora- 
tion can secure funding. 


‘Eagle’ eyed 

Dull newspaper's HQ to 
be boring apartments

A developer wants to 
raze the squat offices of the 
Brooklyn Eagle for a new 
apartment building — but 
a Brooklyn Heights leader 
thinks his design is too boring 
for the neighborhood. 

Judy Stanton, executive di- 
rector of the Brooklyn Heights 
Association, says that Akiva 
Kobre’s L-shaped structure 
isn’t bold enough for the 
busy corner of Henry and 
Middagh streets, a gateway 
to the Heights for drivers exit- 
ing the Brooklyn Bridge. 

“Given the location, this 
was a chance to really do 
something special and cre- 


ative,” said Stanton, executive 
director of the powerful neigh- 
borhood group. “We were hop- 
ing it would have more of a 
‘Wow’ factor.” 

Kobre’s five-story apart- 
ment building would replace 
the ragged one-story office of 
the struggling Eagle, which 
says it will move to a new lo- 
cation in January. The build- 
ing was recently sold to Fortis 
Group after going on the mar- 
ket in March for $3 million. 

The plans call for a five- 
story structure with a pent- 
house, interior courtyard, 
water fountain and decora- 
tive balconies. 

The site is indeed an op- 
portunity to bring life to the 


corner. It’s next to a row of 
four-story brick buildings with 
storefronts including Henry’s 
End restaurant and Cranber- 
ry’s cafe, and across from a 
former candy factory that’s 
slowly turning into condos; 
a two -story Cadman Plaza 
housing development; and a 
nondescript 27-story residen- 
tial tower. 

Stephen Byrns, partner at 
BKSK Architects, countered 


critics by saying that the build- 
ing was “respectful” and that 
“the owners want to be full- 
fledgedmembers of the neigh- 
borhood.” 

“It’s ‘Wow’ in a more sub- 
tle way,” Byrns said. “You can 
say we’re knitting together the 
fabric that exists in Brooklyn 
Heights.” 

The new building — which 
has one unit on each floor — 
will be made of rich red brick 


and have a stone base. Each 
floor will boast large corner 
windows for the living and din- 
ing rooms, while the remain- 
ing windows will be compara- 
ble to the narrower residences 
on Henry Street. 

Kobre is now remaining 
.| mum on the project — refusing 
l to release renderings until the 
J design is final, despite present- 
ing them publicly to the com- 
I munity board last week. 

“■ “We want to consider what 

the critics are saying and sat- 
isfy their concerns,” Kobre 
said. “Idon’twantto show any- 
thing until we have a sense of 
what we’re going to do.” 

In the meantime, Stanton’s 
group is pushing for a differ- 
ent facade. 

The Heights association 
certainly has had success 
in the past; in 2002, Stanton 
got developer Louis Greco 
to make his six- story condo 
at 322 Hicks St. more fash- 
ionable.

City: Pits will fix 
Gowanus stink

The city’s latest effort to stanch the stink 
in the Gowanus Canal is the pits. 

Environmental officials unveiled four 
“green” spaces on Dean Street that will 
hold onto stormwater during heavy rain- 
storms so that sewer systems don’t over- 
flow, sending raw sewage into the already 
polluted, foul- smelling waterway. 

The drainage ditches near Fourth Ave- 
nue in Park Slope are topped with mulch 
and water- thirsty shrubs to absorb up to 
7,200 gallons of runoff during light rain 
storms. 

But at just 80 square feet, the glori- 
fied tree pits aren’t designed to handle 
heavy rainfall, according to city plan- 
ners, the $16,000 green pits will over- 
flow — rendering them ineffective when- 
ever it pours. 

Still, Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection Commissioner Carter Strickland 
touted the plant- covered holes. 

“They are a perfect example of how 
green infrastructure projects not only 
help retain stormwater, but also beau- 
tify our streets and sidewalks,” Strick- 
land said. 

Residents were more skeptical. 

Diane Jacobowitz said the tree pits 
weren’t likely to make the canal smell 
any better — or stop her dance studio 
on Fourth Avenue at Dean Street from 
flooding during downpours. 

“It’ll flood the next time [it rains hard] ,” 
said Jacobowitz, whose ground-floor busi- 
ness was inundated with water twice in 
the past year. “There’s obviously a drain- 
age problem here.” 

Supporters of the project countered 
that it was a small step forward towards 
improving the water quality in the fetid 
canal. 

“This is a quick and easy first step 
in the right direction,” said Craig Ham-

merman, the district manager of Com- 
munity Board 6. 

Strickland said the city is planning to 
install green roofs, rain barrels and more 
of the landscaped pits to handle 10 percent 
of the stormwater runoff in the area. 

The bioswales on Dean Street aren’t the 
first of their kind in the borough. 

Last year, the city gave the Gowanus 
Canal Conservancy $580,000 to install 
a similar system of water- sucking plants 
along Sixth Street between Second and 
Fourth avenues.

don’t speak the language 
of press releases. 

“The unions are going to 
do what it takes to preserve 
jobs for their members,” said 
the source. “The wage scale 
is ultimately going to be [the 
deciding factor]. This is going 
to be a long process.” 

Ratner released render- 
ings last week of a 32-story 
modular building rising at 
the comer of Dean Street and 
Flatbush Avenue, just south 
of his under-construction 
$1 -billion basketball arena. 
The building would be the 
tallest pre-fab structure on 
the planet. 

Two identical-lookingpre- 
fabbuilding would come later 
— and one of them would be 
50-plus stories, which would 
break its predecessor’s height 
record for Lego-style tow- 
ers. 

Ratner says he will begin 
construction early next year, 
with ground-breakings for 
the others following at six 
to nine -month intervals af- 
ter that — the first of three 
residential buildings in the 
long stalled, 16-tower devel- 
opment. 

The first tower would be 
constructed using 930 pre- 
fabricated steel boxes known 
as modules that would be 
built in a factory and trans- 
ported to Dean Street, where 
they would be bolted into 
place. 

Ratner hailed the method, 
whichhe said would cut costs 


by up to 25 percent, butunion 
members would face far big- 
ger pay cuts. 

Unions had supported the 
project from the outset be- 
cause of its promise of thou- 
sands of jobs. Those same 
union supporters are already 
angered by a shortfall of po- 
sitions on the project. 

The pre-fab design would 
also save money because it 
would take less time to build: 
the world’s tallest modular 
building, a 25 -story dormi- 
tory in Wolverhampton, Eng- 
land, was built in less than 
one year. 

But the project faces sig- 
nificant design challenges, 
according to architects who 
reviewed the renderings. 

“The modules would have 
to be built on an assembly 
line basis and that capac- 
ity doesn’t really exist [on 
this size],” said Jim Garri- 
son, whose modular design 


firm in DUMBO declined an 
offer from Ratner last year to 
help produce the plan. “The 
rational thing to do is build 
a 20-story building and test 
these things out before build- 
ing a 30-story tower.” 

Longtime critics of Atlantic 
Yards slammed the plan. 

“It’s another despicable 
slight to the community sur- 
rounding the project by elim- 
inating more crucial jobs for 
residents,” said Council- 
woman Letitia James (D- 
Fort Greene). 

James and others felt sim- 
ilarly slighted by the notion 
that a project that was once 
meant to be an architectural 
showcase by legendary de- 
signer Frank Gehry will now 
comprise far more mundane 
pre-fab buildings. 

Gehry was fired in 2009 
in a cost-saving move. 

Ratner’s spokesman Joe 
DePlasco said that the devel- 
oper will begin to seek fi- 
nancing for the first build- 
ing, but declined to comment 
further.

But one of the benefits of The Job, 
like riding the subway free, was 
always the unwritten courtesy of 
squashing a ticket. 

“If you do it for family or friends it’s 
a favor,” a retired NYPD lieutenant 
tells me. "If you make money doing it, 
you deserve to be arrested, but it’s a 
disgrace that they're arresting these 
cops. It’s why so many good cops are 
retiring as soon as they have their 20 
in. Morale sucks. I miss The Job; I 
don't miss the petty BS.” 

Every job has its perks. Back in the 
day, before my time, we had a guy 
named Vinny Lee at the Daily News 
who was the unofficial Assistant 
Editor in Charge of Tickets. If a 
reporter got a ticket, Vinny called 
Police HQ and it vanished like Jimmy 
Hoffa. 

My brother Pete tells me the same 
thing was true over at the Post. So 
let's stop with the hypocrisy in the 
press. 

Same with the mayor and the 
police commissioner. They can deny 
it till their meter expires but everyone 
knows there's a ticket quota in every 
precinct. I knew a “summons cop” 
named Keogh at the 111th Precinct in 
Bayside, Queens, whose 
commanding officer let him pick his 
own hours because he was a one- 
man ticket blitz who helped make the 
precinct quota every month. Keogh 
told me his best stop on the job was 
“a Korean church van where I wrote 
12 seat belt tickets.” 

It’s okay for NYPD to force cops to 
collect this secret tax for the Sheriff of 
Nottingham but if a cop squashes a 
ticket for his cousin he’s a skell? 

Nah.
